L u s t Saturday 
nfternoon the outgoing steamship Pa­ 
cific numbered among her list of pas­ 
sengers your semi-occasional corres­ 
pondent. To see and be seen was the 
chief object of that departure, and 
having seen, at least in part, the 
41 lions ” of this locality, can think of 
110 more pleasant way of spending a 
short time than in giving the readers 
of the H e r a l d an insight into the 
general character of this beautiful 
place. 
h a r b o r . 
Much has been said through the col­ 
umns of Los Angeles journals relative 
to harbors, and I have, personally, 
many times heard Wilmington com­ 
pared with the landing at San Luis. 
I call it a 44 landing,” (with all due 
respect to the people of this locality) 
for it would really require an impress­ 
ive stretch of the imagination to char­ 
acterize it difF reutly. 
From the 
north a high roi ky bluff juts abruptly 
out into the sea, stretching away in 
reefs and forming for a distance of a 
half a mile or more a natural water- 
break and a point of 110 inconsiderable 
danger for venturesome craft. 
On 
the south the coast describes a large : 
circle to the southwest, and the inden- J 
tion thus produced constitutes the 
harbor. 
From a point about a half a 
mile south, and behind the nbove- 
mentioned reef has been built what is 
Ih io w u by the popular title of 
t h e 44p e o p l e ’s ” 
Wharf. It was projected and com­ 
pleted a number of years ago, by one 
of the most enterprising citizens of this 
place, John Harford, Esq. At present 
it is owned by Messrs. Blockman & 
Co. After the sale, with characteristic 
Yankee shrewdness, he immediately 
rebuilt some distance above, and con­ 
nected his structure with the outside 
world by what, as an individual enter­ 
prise, is certainly worthy of great en­ 
comium. Between the two wharves 
the shore rises very abruptly, almost 
perpendicularly, from the sea, broken 
here and there by huge gulches, the 
result of W inter torrents, and forming 
altogether one of the most inviting 
fields for the development of engineer­ 
ing skill west of the Itocky Mountains. 
To excavate these rugged steeps, tun­ 
nel through huge rocks and bridge 
those mighty chasms and lay a nar­ 
row-gauge railroad that should place 
him in actual communication with 
the outer world, was the enterprise to 
which Mr. Harford devoted all his en­ 
ergy and capital, confident in his abil­ 
ity to force a final success. It is com­ 
pleted, and the long lines of cars, pro­ 
pelled by horses and carrying immense 
quantities of freight, attest to the grat­ 
itude of the people for thus being so 
fully supplied with shipping points. 
The Pacific Mail Line lands at H ar­ 
ford’s wharf, while Goodall, Nelson & 
Co.’s steamers patronize the People’s 
Wharf. The freighting interests are 
nearly equally divided between the 
two landings, and San Luis rests con­ 
tent, without desiring a Government 
appropriation for the improvement of 
her harbor. 
T H E TOWN OF SAN LUIS OBISPO 
Is reached by a picturesque drive of 
nine miles through the “Cafiada de 
San Luis,” the road winding in and 
out through beai^lful groves of syca­ 
more, live oak and willow trees, form­ 
ing for a considerable distance, a con­ 
tinuous shade from the scorching rays 
of the Summer sun. It is situated in 
nearly the center of the valley that 
bears its name, and is a rapidly grow­ 
ing town of about 1,200 inhabitants. 
Like all the old Spanish missions, the 
uttention of the stranger is at once 
arrested by the inevitable and ancient 
church, but the appearance of these 
“relics of departed greatness” are so 
familiar to our readers that I will 
refrain from a description. There are 
many substantial 
and 
ornamental 
buildings, prominent among these is 
the building now being erected by 
Schwartz & Co., an enterprising mer­ 
chant firm, and 
the Court house 
(San 
Luis is 
the 
county 
seat,) 
the latter building was completed 
a little more than one year ago, at a 
cost of about $16,000. 
It is situated 
upon a slight prominance overlooking 
the town and farms, a very attractive 
feature. 
One of the most notable 
attractions of this place consists in the 
presence of the beautiful shades af­ 
forded by numerous live oak, syca­ 
more and other trees. 
Seats have 
Leeu eosely arranged and the youth 
and 
beauty congregate daily, and 
enjoy themselves in playing croquette, 
promenading or engaging in a social 
chat. Thus a week has slipped rapidly 
away, and your correspondent begins 
to think with regret of leaving one of 
the 
MOST ENJOYABLE LOCALITIES IN T H E 
STATE. 
There are many objects of interest 
around through the valley of which I 
shall speak in my next. The princely

Books and pamphlets have been 
written and newspapers published al­ 
most without number; magazine arti­ 
cles, letters and circulars innumerable 
have been written and circulated, all 
having in view the specific object of 
publishing to the world the peculiari­ 
ties of the Pacific Coast—setting forth 
the climate, soil, productions and re­ 
sources of the country, aiming to show 
the conveniences and advantages of 
this favored Western land over other 
sections of our country. For instance, 
the coast has had the IVesf and West­ 
ern World; this State has the llcsourccs 
of California; Santa Barbara, the Press; 
San Diego, the Union—recognized or­ 
gans representing the special and va­ 
ried interests of these localities; and 
who can estimate the value of these 
eiForts to the communities thus repre­ 
sented ?

They do not 
care to especially advertise us abroad, 
any further than a common interest is 
felt for the State at large. The local 
press of Southern California—our co­ 
temporaries—are working with a will, 
ably representing their respective lo­ 
calities. And the press of this city 
have done, and are still doing, much 
toward faithfully advertising us to the 
world; but the time has come when a 
greater work is needed to be done. The 
real importance of Los Angeles city 
and county of to-day should be 
better known abroad ami more fully 
illustrated to the world. 
Having 
no political battles to fight; no 
jealous bickerings or local warfare 
of any kind to carry on, we join 
hands with our local cotemporaries in 
taking care of all that is dear to Los 
Angeles, in all her varied interests. 
And while this shall be our daily 
work, we want the W e e k l y H e r a l d 
to go forth, hundreds of copies to 
Europe and thousands of copies to the 
States, freighted with full and truth­ 
ful information—a perfect representa­ 
tion of all our material interests and 
industries. First, our superior climate; 
our soil, its great richness and special 
adaptabilities; our untold fruit-rais­ 
ing interests, especially semi-tropical 
fruits; the quality and prices of our 
lands; our immense grazing interests, 
especially the dairy branch of these 
interests; our undeveloped and de­ 
manded manufacturing interests; our 
undeveloped lumbering interests; our 
no inconsiderable mining interests;

our financial interests; the bee inter­ 
ests, promising such large returns; and 
last, but by no means least, our educa­ 
tional interests, the splendid condi­ 
tion of our public schools, the excel­ 
lent facilities here afforded for the 
education of our youth, proving this 
to Eastern people who are looking 
westward for a future home, but who 
have hitherto hesitated, fearing lest 
this, the dearest of all our interests, 
could not be attained as fully in Cali­ 
fornia as in the East. 
It was the original purpose of the 
publishers of the H e r a l d to make 
this paper a perfect reflex of this city 
and county in all its interests, devel­ 
oped and undeveloped, present and 
prospective ; to be a mirror through 
which our Eastern friends can see 
what this country is and what wc are 
as a people, socially and morally.

Liqht for Everybody. 
A large amount of the Los Angeles 
Petroleum Refining Company’s stock 
has been sold within the last three 
days. Colonel P e e l is kept quite 
busy filling out and delivering the 
shaies. Within the next sixty days 
the stock of this company will be sell­ 
ing at par. By that time the refining 
works will be in the full tide of suc­ 
cessful operation, and the wells on 
which the workmen are now engaged 
will be flowing full streams of crude 
oil. The company expect, in a short 
time, to manufacture,* per day, from 
twelve to fifteen hundred gallons of 
illuminating fluid, superior to any­ 
thing now in the market. The actual 
dally amount which they will be able 
to turn out is only limited by the 
number of wells sunk. Up to this 
time none of the wells have been 
bored a sufficient depth to secure a 
full flow, and though they are now 
throwing out about forty barrels per 
day, by sinking them deeper they 
may be made still more productive. 
We know of no business in Southern 
California with brighter prospects, or 
that gives greater assurance of hand­ 
some returns to those investing in it, 
than the petroleum refining enter­ 
prise. The refining process of Mr. 
C a r r e r a s is a greut success, and the 
remarkable cheapness with which it 
reduces the heaviest of the crude oil 
is a great advantage to the company, 
and enables them to not only manu­ 
facture a larger quantity of illumin­ 
ating fluid, from the same amount of 
crude oil, but also a very superior arti­ 
cle. The gentlemen who have worked 
this enterprise to its present satisfac­ 
tory condition deserve the thanks of 
the community. Their pecuniary re­ 
ward is near at hand and will come 
with the commencement of the refin­ 
ing operations. 


Improvement of the City. 
Besides the many large business 
houses and beautiful dwellings now 
in course of construction in this city, 
several public edifices are in contem­ 
plation. A new theater or opera house 
will most certainly be erected by the 
close of the year. The library build­ 
ing is one of the early certainties. 
There seems to be no room for doubt 
that when the issue is submitted to 
the people of the city an almost unan­ 
imous verdict will be rendered in favor 
of the issuance of the library bonds, 
and we shall thus secure a valuable 
public institution and a beautiful pub­ 
lic building. A new Court house must 
be built in a short time. The one we 
have will probably be sold to the Gov­ 
ernment and used for a Postofliee and 
other Federal offices. The Govern­ 
ment already needs just such a build­ 
ing in Los Angeles, and the necessity 
for it will become still greater in the 
near future. Los Angeles county can 
afford an imposing Court house build­ 
ing, and such a one will be erected 
before long. A market-house is also 
necessary. 
Its erection cannot be 
much longer postponed. We hear ru­ 
mors of an intention to improve our 
citys park. This is something that 
should be done at the earliest possible 
moment. Nothing adds more to the 
beauty of a city than well laid out, 
well kept, shady parks. In this re­ 
spect, Los Angeles is a decade behind 
many younger cities of California. 
Our parks have fine soil and the city 
plenty of water. All that is needed is 
to set out the trees and see that they 
are irrigated. The city authorities 
have decided to grade our streets and 
improve our sidewalks. Altogether, 
we are showing signs of advancement 
commensurate with our prosperity. 
The city is developing in beauty us 
well as expanding in dimensions. 


A Good Work. 
The General Relief Committee of 
the Independent Order of Odd Fel­ 
lows have reported a plan for the es­ 
tablishment of an Employment 
Bureau in San Francisco. The object 
is to procure employment for brothers 
and sisters of the Order. The report 
provides for the opening of an office 
in the Odd Fellows’ building where a 
book will be kept for the registry of 
names, residence in the city, and kind 
of employment desired by persons 
seeking work, together with such 
other information as may be required. 
It is the opinion of the Committee 
that the plan if carried into effect, will 
save in the shape of donations more 
than sufficient to pay the expenses of 
the Bureau. The following cards will 
be printed and distributed:

To-morrow at Oakland the temper­ 
ance people will post spies at all the 
liquor saloons and procure the arrest 
of anyone found violating the Local 
Option law. Lively proceedings are 
anticipated. 
From the Country. 
Dr. A. B. Haywood, a fruit-grower 
from Orange, in this county, called on 
us yesterday and reperts everything 
prosperous in his vicinity. He has a 
new place, fifty-two acres of tillable 
land; thirteen hundred fruit and nut 
trees set out in orchard; two thousand 
two-year-old vines, Muscat in vine­ 
yard, and thirty thousand cuttings in 
nursery; his barley and wheat crop 
yielded three tons to the acre; the 
corn on his little place looks well, the 
first planting will afford roasting eurs 
in a week; his trees and vines grow 
well without irrigation; this is his 
second year on this place. It was 
sandy cactus land. Home of his friends 
laughed at him for buying worthless, 
barren land. He has proven what 
good cultivation does here. He says 
the grasshoppers have injured the 
crops on the gravel lands in the vicin­ 
ity of Orange, but the barley and rye 
crops will come fully up to the aver­ 
age, as a whole, and the corn never 
looked better. 
Wo had a call yesterday from Mr. 
Edward Evey — a member of the 
County Board of Supervisors from 
Anaheim. He lias been up to inspect 
the road between San Fernando aud 
Bakersfield, and is on his way home. 
He reports the crops in his neighbor­ 
hood good—never better. He and his 
brother David have together 140 acres 
of rye, which tie is sure will yieid 
seventy-live bushels to the acre, and 
sixty acres of barley which he esti­ 
mates safely at fifty bushels to the 
acre. Their corn crop looks fine, and 
without irrigation they expect at least 
seventy-five bushels to the acre from 
thirty acres in one body. We ask a 
careful study and investigation of 
these few facts and figures. Let any 
one estimate the value of these three 
products, grown on 230 acres of land, 
on ono ranch, placing a reasonable 
price thereon, and lie will be aston­ 
ished at the result reached. This is 
the only way our Eastern friends can 
realize and be, made to see that such 
lands are cheap at $50 and $75 per 
acre. Mr. Evey says it is estimated 
that 10,000,000 pounds, 5,000 tons, or 
about 170,000 bushels of grain will be 
produced within the limits of Fair- 
view Grange, between Coyote creek 
and the Hanta Ana river. 
J. T. Gower one of our enterprising 
new farmers, comes from his settle­ 
ment live miles northwest from 
town, with the following report. He 
perfected the title to his ranch a year 
ago. He has this year 500 acres un­ 
der cultivation—200 in wheat and 250 
in barley, with some corn. His corn 
is on sandy soil with adobe beneath. 
He has three distinct varieties of soil, 
sandy loam, hard sandy and adobe. 
Tue grasshoppers have injured the late 
sown grain some in his neighborhood. 
He says, he aud his neighbors have 
proven that the hill and table lands 
are safest lor wheat. He says, for the 
first time in his life it is proven to his 
satisfaction that the rusting of grain 
lies in the soil a3 well as in the at­ 
mosphere, orclimate; for on his adobe 
land his wheat is plump and well- 
tided, while within a rod or two, just 
as soon as the soil chunges to sand, and 
in the streaks of sand ail over his fields 


the whe*t Is badly rusted and 
shrunken, Another fact he states; 
his volunteer wheat is not injured 
with the mat while his late sown, and 
all, to som? extent, sown after the first 
raiii9 rusted some. We think all our 
reports from the country and every 
thing connected with farm-husbandry 
proves the utility of putting in crops 
in this valley as early as possible 
where the seasons are observed. They 
are building a new school house in 
their district this year.

aid leut for one of the members of the 
city press yesterday, and made a state* 
ment which might assist in convict­ 
ing him of the atrocious crime, but 
which certainly will offer no manner 
of excuse for it. He presented the 
plea that he had been drinking beer 
and whisky; was angry and excited, 
and did not know what, he was doing; 
had no intention of killing his wife 
when he threw the knife at her. Al­ 
most every murderer in the country 
could oiler such excuses for his actions. 
It remains to be seen how much these 
statements will avail with a Court of 
law. McDonald showed some contri­ 
tion for his actions, and wished him­ 
self much bad luck for the part he 
took ; but it may be naturally sup­ 
posed that his grief, like his temper, 
will be furious and brief. We have 
not heard that he expressed any re­ 
grets for his poor children, who are 
really the greatest sufferers of all. 
Tho children as stated, have been 
taken in charge by the Sisters of 
Charity, and will thus secure a com­ 
fortable home. Fears were enter­ 
tained of violent demonstrations by 
the incensed citizens against McDon­ 
ald to such an extent that a detach­ 
ment of the Los Angeles Guard was 
retained to protect the jail through 
Monday night, and until 5 o’clock 
Tuesday morning. The result proved 
that the precaution was unnecessary, 
however, as no movements of a disor­ 
derly character were made. Referring 
to this matter, the following card was 
published by Judge O’Melveney yes­ 
terday: 
We have heard it reported that 
threats have been made to organize 
for the purpose of hanging some of 
the prisoners now in jail. This every 
man who has the honor of this city at 
heart, should at once abandon and op­ 
pose. The city is liable by law for 
private property destroyed by a mob. 
Its effect would be to degrade us in the 
opinion of mankind elsewhere; the 
act itself would be a crime. Ño man 
can justify the act of taking men un­ 
armed from the custody of the officers 
of the law, held by law, and the oaths 
of the officers for trial, and hanging 
them without a trial. If we have 
laws, and men ready to execute those 
laws, as honorable men we are bound 
to regulate our conduct in obedience 
to those laws, and assist them to do so 
according to law, and not by violence 
and disorder. The law must be 
obeyed, for the interest of all requires 
it; and every good citizen is urged to 
discourage, to oppose, and prevent 
any movement on the part of others, 
to inaugurate any riotous conduct for 
such purpose. 
It is much wiser for all to let the 
law take its course. Let men be tried 
and abide by the result, rather than 
to disregard the law and inaugurate 
violence and bloodshed by our own 
hands.

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BOOTS AND SHOES 
THE WATER QUESTION.

Another special meeting of the 
Council was called at 4 o’clock yester­ 
day afternoon to take immediate 
steps to decide the city’s rights in the 
water flowing in tho Los Angeles 
river north of town. W ithin the last 
few days this matter has taken such a 
turn as to seriously threaten the de­ 
privation of a large portion of our 
city of the use of water for irrigating 
purposes. At this season of the year 
the jvater is at its lowest stages nat­ 
urally, and besides this the supply in 
the river has been subject to large 
draughts for irrigating the Feliz and 
other ranches lying above the city. 
By this means the city reservoir was 
almost entirely cut oil" from its sup­ 
ply, and at the present rate of drain­ 
age would be dry in a few days. The 
matter was laid before the Council 
Monday evening, at a special session 
held for that purpose. At that time 
the Committee on Zanjas was in­ 
structed to examine into the case and 
report at the next regular meeting of 
the Council. But it was found that 
the delay thus necessitated, w ould Lie 
disastrous, and tho question was 
again brought up as stated for prompt 
and decided action. A full Board was 
present at the meeting, with tho ex­ 
ception of Councilman Valdez. The 
call of the Mayor was read stating 
the necessity for the meeting, and the 
question to lie acted upon. After this 
the report of the City Attorney was 
presented which was prepared last 
year upon the same issue. A very 
spirited debate ensued which finally 
resulted in a motion re-instructing 
the Committee on Zanjas to investi­ 
gate the case, securing evidence of tlie 
fact that the water is used, also in­ 
structing the City Attorney to insti­ 
tute legal proceedings against the par­ 
ties thus infringing upon the city’s 
rights. The report of the City Attor­ 
ney is a valuable document, being full, 
concise and exhaustive. It contains 
much which will be of the deepest in­ 
terest to our readers, and we present 
it entire, it will be remembered that 
the report was prepared by Mr. Hut­ 
ton one year ago, but touches upon 
all the questions at issue now and 
consequently loses none of its value or 
interest by its age. The report is as 
follows- 
To the Common Council of the City 
of L oh A ngeles: 
G e n t l e m e n : I have investigated 
as fully as the time would permit the 
question as to the right of the city to 
the water in tho Los Angeles river, 
submitted to me at your meeting of 
May 1st, and would report as follows: 
From a report made March 1st, 1849, 
by H. W. Halleck, Brevet Captain 
and Secretary of State to Col. K. B. 
Mason, commanding Tenth Military 
Department, and Governor of Califor­ 
nia, published in Rockwell’s Spanish 
and Mexican Law, page 431, et seq., 
it appears that in June,1777, directions 
were given by the Viceroy of Mexico 
to Gov. Neve, to establish two pueblo-; 
one that of San Jose, on the “Rio 
Guadalupe,” the other the pueblo of 
Los Angeles on the “ Rio I'orcin- 
cula,” by which name the present 
riverof Los Angeles was then known, 
and .to allot the lands therein to t lie 
colonists. 
THE OBJECTS 
For the establishment of these pueb­ 
los, through foreign to this report, 
seem to have been to Christianize the 
Indians, to establish a dominion over 
tlie country, to provide depots for fur­ 
nishing provisions to Spanish vessels 
from tiie East Indies and supplies to 
the garrisons of the Presidio. 
A set of new instructions for the 
government of California was drawn 
up by the Governor June 1st, 1779, and 
approved by tlie King in a royal order 
dated Oct. 24th, 1781. 
These regulations, by way of recital, 
state that with the idea and for the 
purpose of carrying out tiie pious in­ 
tentions of the King and securing to 
His Majesty the dominion of a large 
scope of country, extending from San 
Diego to San Francisco, by tlie estab­ 
lishment of pueblos, in which, people 
being united, may encourage agricul­ 
ture, planting, the raising of cattle, 
etc. Tiie pueblo of San Jose had al­ 
ready been established and peopled, 
and the erection of another (Los An­ 
geles) was determined upon, in which 
the colonists lrom Sonora and Sinaloa 
might settle, 
These regulations contain very spe­ 
cific directions as to how the lands 
within the limits of the pueblo shall 
be allotted to the “ pobladores,” or 
colonist^, and as to what kind of stock 
and eat tie, and the number of each, 
shall be given to them. 
They also provide that “the new col­ 
onists shall enjoy, for the purpose of 
MAINTAINING TIIEIR CATTLE, 
The common privilege of the water 
and pasturage, firewood and timber, 
of the common forests and pasture 
lands, to be designated according to 
law, to each new pueblo.” 
Agriculture was specially enjoined, 
and as an inducement tlie new colon­ 


ists were exempted from tlie payment 
of certain tithes and other taxes, pro­ 
vided they, within a specified time, set 
out fruit trees, and constructed a dam 
and necessary trendies for irrigating; 
and it was provided that,“for their own 
benefit, they should bc collectively un­ 
der the direct obligation of attending 
to the repair of the principal trench, 
dam, auxiliary drains and other pub­ 
lic drains in their pueblos.” 
And even at that early date the ne­ 
cessity of some official regulation of 
tlie distribution of water privileges 
seems to have been appreciated; for 
this is assigned as one of the reasons 
for the appointment of Alcaldes and 
other municipal officers. 
TIIE BASIS OF THE MEXICAN OR 
SPANISH LAW 
Is the civil law; therefore to it and the 
ordinances, decrees and regulations 
made from time to time by the Span­ 
ish and Mexican authorities, must we 
look for the rights of the old pueblo to 
the water flowing in the river. 
Escriche, in his “ Diccinnario Razo­ 
nado de Legis lacion y Jurispruden­ 
cia,” says: “ Those waters lielong to 
tiie public, which are not and cannot 
be 
private 
property; 
such 
as 
the waters of the livers, which 
by themselves, or joined with others, 
follow their course to tiie sea. These 
can be navigable or unnavigable. If 
they are navigable no one can use 
their waters, so |as to impede or inter­ 
fere with navigation: but if they are 
not navigable the owners of the lands 
by which they pass can use tlie water 
for tlie benefit of their estates or in­ 
dustry, ivithovt prejudice to the com­ 
mon right or to the use which the town 
along their course may have made 
thereof, with tiie modifications pro­ 
vided lor in the laws and the orders 
and decrees, spoken ofgiinder tlie word 
Auquina.” 
There are also given 
THIRTEEN RULES, 
Which, in the absence of ordinances 
and customs of tlie country, are dic­ 
tated by equity and the interests of 
agriculture, tlie first of which is as fol­ 
lows: 
“ The waters of fountains and 
streams belong to the owners of the 
lands on which they rise, or the own­ 
ers of lands below, who have acquired 
a right to their use while they remain 
within their bounds, but when they 
flow out they become running waters, 
1aqua profluens,' ,and belong to tiie 
first who uses them, in so far as he 
needs them.” 
Tlie other rules are in 110 wise appli­ 
cable to this question. 
Under tiie head of Auquina, he says: 
“ Notwithstanding what is said 
above, no private individual or Cor­ 
poration, can divert in their source or 
course tlie waters of 
SPRINGS OR RIVERS, 
Which from old times irrigate other 
lands lower down, which land cannot be 
despoiled of the benefit which they 
have acquired, in favor of others who 
by the act of not having made use 
thereof sanctioned the light of those 
who had taken advantage of them.” 
Tlie Pueblo of Los Angeles was 
founded about A. D. 1871, and pre­ 
vious to tlie grant of any land in 
Southern California. 
The ranchos by, or through, which 
tlie Los Angeles river passes before it 
reaches tlie city limits, are the San 
Rafael, Los Feliz and La Providencia. 
The San Rafael Rancho was granted 
originally to Jose Maria Verdugo, in 
A. 1). 1784, to be used by him in pas­ 
turing liis cattle, etc., but upon the 
con liuon, and with tlie proviso, that 
he should not in any way prejudice 
the citizens of the “ Queen of the 
Angels.” Both the 
LOS FELIZ AND LA PROVIDENCIA 
RANCHOS 
Were granted in 1843, and, as I am 
told, with similar reservations of tlie 
rights of the citizens of the pueblo. 
But whether there Mere sueli leserva- 
tions or not the grants of these two 
tracts were made so long after tlie 
pueblo had, under tlie law, appropri­ 
ated and claimed the right to manage, 
control and use, if need be, all the 
water in the Los Angeles river that it 
is impossible that either one of those 
ranchos could now establish any ad­ 
verse right to any portion of the water 
flowing therein. 
As appears from the report of Judge 
Stephen C. Foster, submitted to your 
predecessors in office, to which report, 
as well as to him personally, I am in­ 
debted for much of my information 
herein furnished you, “the City 
Archives contain a list ®f documents 
relating to the title of its lands, copies 
of which were procured by me (Mr. 
Foster) under a resolu Jon of the Com­ 
mon Council, from tlie Surveyor-Gen- 
eral’s office, in San Francisco, April 
14th, 1852, to be presented to the Land 
Commissioner. 
No. llofsaid list is an expediente, or 
LAND SUIT, 
Between tlie citizens and Alcalde of 
the Pueblo de Los Angeles and the 
Priest in charge of the Mission of San 
Fernando, respecting tlie taking out 
of water froui the river at Cahuenga, 
tlie present source of the river, decided 
by tlie Governor Josef Arguello, in 
favor of the pueblo, March 10th, 1810.” 
In 1833 and 1834 new diputes arose— 
the latter one being caused by the 
erection of a dam in the river by tiie 
“Administrador” of the same Mission, 
but upon a promise of the “Adminis­ 
trador” to remove the dam whenever 
the water should be needed by the 
Pueblo, it seems that the Ayunta­ 
miento of the Pueblo took no further 
steps in the matter. 
There is to bo found in the office ol 


the County Recorder, tlie record of 
A DOCUMENT 
In Spanish, which cannot be found 
among the City Auditor’s books, which 
being translated is as follows: “Y’gna- 
cio Paloraarez, President of the Illus­ 
trious Ayuntamiento of the Pueblo of 
Ijos Angeles, certify: That in conform­ 
ity witli the petition of Señora Maria 
Ygnacio Veruugode Feliz, tiie illustri­ 
ous Ayuntamiento of this city decreed 
that there be granted to her the use 
of the water of the river of our Lady 
of Los Angeles, to cultivate the land 
of the pasture of the Feliz or plain of 
San Jose. 
Angeles, February 17, 1841.” 
(Signed,) 
Y g n a c io P a l o m a r e z, President. 
Y g n a c io Co r o n e l, Secretary. 
This as I am informed is the docu­ 
ment by virtue of which the parties 
living on the Feliz Rancho claim 
their right to take out water for irri­ 
gation. 
For several reasons I believo that 
this confers 
NO RIGHT WHATEVER. 
Certainly nothing more than a 
privilege which may be revoked at 
any time. 
Late complaints of the scarcity of 
water for irrigation in the city have 
been produced by its excessive use 
upon a tract of land known as the 
Corral i tos. 
As this land is wholly or in part 
within the city limits, the title 
to it derived from the old Pueblo 
in 1840, it is, so faras it lies within the 
city limits, entitled to the same priv­ 
ileges of water as other portions of 
the city, but should be required to 
bear proportionally the burdens and 
be subjected to tlie same regulations. 
Some parties living upon tlie 
SAN ANTONIO RANCH 
On tho east bank of the river and 
southeast of the city have, for many 
years irrigated their lands from 
the waters of the 
river, 
but 
as their rights were subordinate to 
those of the pueblo, botli in point of 
time of the appropriation of the water 
and location of their lauds upon the 
stream, I apprehend that there can be 
no dispute on their part of the right 
of the city to tlie reasonable use of all 
tlie water in tiie river if required by 
its citizens. 
When tlie Mexican war was ended, 
tlie treaty of peace known as the 
Guadalupe Hidalgo treaty was ratified, 
the Mexican regime had passed away, 
tlie Constitution of this State adopted, 
California admitted into the Union 
and the first Legislature assembled, a 
law was passed incorporating as a city 
what had prior to all this been known 
as the Pueblo of Los Angeles; pro­ 
vided that the land embraced therein 
be not more than four square miles, 
and the city succeeded to all the 
rights, claims and powers of the old 
pueblo in regard to the property. 
[Acts of 1850, page 155.] 
On May 1st, 1832, an Act supplemen­ 
tary t« the foregoing was passed pro­ 
viding for tlie extension of the limits 
so as to embrace all tiie lands belong­ 
ing to the former pueblo. 
Another Act was passed by the next 
Legislature, April 5, 1851, which pro­ 
vided that “ tlie corporation of the 
city of Los Angeles shall retain all the 
POWERS AND PRIVILEGES 
Possessed by the former Ayunta­ 
miento 
of said city over tlie 
public lands 
belonging to 
said 
city and 
not 
included 
within 
its 
present 
incorporated 
limits, 
to lease, sell or otherwise dispose of 
said lands, as also to take from tlie 
river of Los Angeles the water needed 
for irrigation of 
said lands, by 
means of a dam or dams built 
without 
the incorporated 
limits 
aforesaid, but the said corpora­ 
tion shall exercise no municipal 
authority over said lands, except to 
regulate the taking and distribution 
of water for irrigation, as aforesaid. 
There have been some other Acts of 
the Legislature passed since the date 
of this last Act above referred to which 
relate to tlie water question in this 
city: e. g. Acts of April 2, 1870, and 
Acts of 1872; but as the last of these 
Acts restored to the city all of its 
rights, powers and privileges over the 
zanjas, water courses, etc., which the 
Legislature had formerly taken away, 
or had attempted to take away, from 
her, I am of 
THE OPINION 
That the old Pueblo had acquired, by 
virtue of its appropriation and long 
continued use, (although therq may 
have been no specific grant of the 
water to tiie l’ueolo nor any reserva­ 
tions in grants of other lands to other 
parties protecting its interests,) the 
right under the law to the reasonable 
use, if needed, to all the water flowing 
in the Los Angeles river, and had the 
right to prevent anyone from divertiug 
the water or diminishing the supply 
to the injury of its citizens, and that 
the present city, the corporation, has 
succeeded to ail the rights and privi­ 
leges of the old Pueblo.
